My Bear Mr.Boyd,- Owing to the want of water, and other necessary 
accommodations for the Indian school and kitchen, within a reansom- 
able distance, I am compelled to-day to move my family home at con- 
siderable expense. As for the well, I wish it could be completed in 
the near future, for it is a nuisance to have to haul water for 
about a mile distant, and even then to find the fresh water over- 
flowed with the salt sea water. The kitchen stove, the school house 
stove and one of the stove pipes, are unfit for use in their pres- 
ent conditions. I have previously ordered these without any appare 
ent evail, so I am compelled to move my family home until better 
accommodations are provided for, and it is not likely, I can come 
back myself to open the school before at least a couple of weeks. 
Mr. Murdoch MeKay has again spoken to me about the banking of the 
school this fall, which he wishes you to give him. As Mr. McKay is 
a friend of mine, and very obliging, I wish you would advise him to 
do the banking at an early date, and to do it better than it has 
been; for last winter we almost froze in that building. The banking 
should commence with rough boarding from the ground to the flooring, 
and then with sufficient eelgrass, it could ve thoroughly banked so 
as to make it comfortable in winter. But when not rough boarded,as 
above suggested, the cats make their way underneath the school 
through the eel-grass, let alone for the cold air. On my return to 


Malagawatch, I shall write you again after hearing from you.

Last summer, the position of teacher at the 
M4@Gle River Indian Day School became vacant and Michael 
Prosper, a ward of thie Department, who has been assisted 
with his education, was appointed. Your memorandum of 
September 10th stated that Mr. 1. D. Macdougall, 1. P. for 
Inverness, recommended a ir. A. Burns for the post. 1 
replied on September 12th that temporary arrangements had 
- been made. Your memo. of Ootober 10th indicated that the 
Minister was favourable to the appointment of Mr. Burns.

The time was short before the opening of the 
school and tried to do business with you by wire but find that 
there is something wrong some place.As the agent here I am strongly 
opposed to the appointment of Mr.Prosper as the teacher of the 
school,because of his behavior on the Reserve as teacher last fall 
This may be news to you but not to me and to put things thro 
some offical form I investigated the case Saturday and found that 
things were really worse that I knew before, 

This man ,Mr. Prosper has been drinking on the 
Reserve so much that he did not attend to his school duties,and 
according to the Captain used to go accross the bay for a week-end 
spree with some of the other Indians.He also used the residence 
to hold boose parties,so0 much so,that the greater and the better 
class of Indians of the Reserve do not want him back.Dr.Gillis of 
Baddeck who attends the Indians states the same thing and tells 
me that Mr.Prospers first offical act on arriving was to visit 
the Government Vendor not once but twice before going to the 
Reserve.Mr. John EH. Cambell,a former Agent and in touch with the 
Indians since the last half century,also confirms this and says 
that it would be folly to Put Mr. Prosper in as teacher.iven Mr.Mac 
Rae who furnishes the supplies strongly condems the idea of having 
Mr. Prosper back,

Iknow that it is the wi of the Dept,to tr 
satisfy the Indians in so far as they are abte cine slLemsnt Sacking 
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up Mr. Prosper are very few and his accosiates in his debauchery. 
Regarding the petition headed by the so called chief Ben Christmas 
of Sydney,it was prompesdby the same souree,a good-for-nothing 
Indian af<:this Reserve,John Julian.To show the attitude of Mr. 
Prosper towards authority,he did not even go to see the Captain 
on his arrival. 

I have informed Dr. Johnson M.P. of this matter 
and he will put his recommendation to those statements.The school 
is closed at present and Mr.Burns i@ still on the Reserve and I 
would recommend that lhe be reinstated as teacher.As far as I 
know the man his does his work well and quite capable of teaching 
the Indians. 

Awaiting your early reply and assuring you that 
I will have no part in the appointment of Mr.Prosper nor will 
I hold iayself responsible for any of his actions in case he is 
appointed.I remain.

Outside this I have only one thing to bring 
to your attent’ on. I am sure Mr. Sutherland and Mr. Phela 
cannot know what kind of teacher they have at Baddeck or Nyanza- 
the same reserve. He is filthy about his person, has tobacco 
juice running out of his mouth, and his school is no cleaner 
than he is. The children were dirty too. I visited the 
school about 10 O'Clock in the morning. There were only 6 
or 8 pupils but he said more would turn up in the course of th 
morning, as several did while I was there. The contrast 
between this bird and the teacher at Pictou Landing was 
most striking. I understood from a clergyman who should 
that his son is the parent of one of our illegitimate 
children at Nyanza. If I had had any show of authority 
at ell I would have closed the school and sent the children 
home. I think I am not often very extreme in my judgments, of 
late years at least, but this Burns is beyond the pale.

He ie filthy 
about hie person, hae tobacco juice running out of 
hie mouth and hie echool ie no cleaner than he ise. 
fhe children were dirty, too. I visited the school 
about 10 o'clock in the morning. There were only 
6 or & pupile but he said more would turn up in the 
course of the morning, as several did while I was 
there. The contrast between this bird ani the 
teacher at Pictou Landing was most striking. I 
understood from a clergyman who should know, that 
hie son is the parent of one of our dliegitinate 
children at Nyanza. If I had hed any show of 
authority at all I would have closed the school and 
sent the children home. I think I am not often 
very extreme in my judgmente, of late years at least, 
but thie Burne is beyond the pale." 


o? Reverend Father Rankin, the Indian Agent, was 
1 .vequested to report regarding Mr. Burne’ services, and 


- he reported 
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he reported as follows:- 


"] do not know who recommended Nr. Burns, 
but I wae aware, from the beginning that he was too

Referring to that portion of your letter of the 18th 
instant regardin; the suggestions of Mies Catherine McDonald, 
Travelling Nurse for the Province of Nova Scotia, when she 
visited the Middle River Indian Day School, I beg to say that 
if the teacher will undertake the work of preparing and 
serving the lunch, the Department will approve of the supplying 
of a small quantity of suprlies for the purpose. This mid- 
day lunch would consist of tea or cocoa, with sugar and Klim, 
and biscuits or hardtack. It is not intended to serve a 
regular meal but only to supplement the lunch taken by the 
pupils from their homes, If there are facilities for making 
the cocoa or tea, you may purchase a quantity of cocoa or 
tea, sugar, Klim, soda biscuits or hardtack. A sufficient 
quantity of the above should be purchased to supply a lunch 
to the children during the present winter months or until the 
end of April next, only. You may also purchase a number 
of graniteware mugs, not exceeding 16, for the purpose of 
serving the cocoa or tea. If a saucepan is required in which 
to prepare the coooa, you may also purchase and supply the 
same. It snould be understood that it is not intended thut 
any large expenditure is to be incurred , and the Depart- 
ment will rely on you to see that the cost is kept down to 
the lowest possible point. 


You may also purchase a covered water container for 
the use of the ecnool.

[4] Lighting, Ventilation and Warming. (a) The 
swindows should be principally on the left of the pupils. 
There may be two behind them, but none in front of them 
or on the right. ‘The front and right can be utilized for an 
unbroken blackboard, which should reach to within two 
and a half feet of the floor, and have a width of five feet, 
the upper portion being useful for the more permanent 
illustrations. 


(b) The lower window sill should be at least four feet 
from the floor, and the top of the window as near the 
ceiling as possible. The left wall above the four foot line 
should te about one-half glass. 


(c) ‘The upper part of each window should be a transom, 
hinged below, or the upper sash should be hung en pulleys, 
as well as the lower, for ventilation purposes 


(a) The size of a school room is determined by the 
greatest number of pupils it is intended to hold, 200 eubie 
feet of air being required for each, When the room is full 
of pupils this air should be entirely changed at least two 
or three times every hour. In some of the more expen- 
sively ventilated school buildings in the province, the air is 
warmed and changed every ten minutes. 


(e) In rural sections where economy has to be carefully 
considered, a large stove surrounded by a sheet metal 
jacket closely fitted to the floor and around the door, 
separated from the rest of the stove by an air space, and 
rising up over three feet and nearly to the top of the 
stove, makes an excellent ventilating and wartning furnace. 
Underneath the stove and shut otf from the school 
room by the jacket should be a large opening for the 
admission of pure, fresh air through a large tin pipe or air- 
tight wooden funnel running underneath the tloor and 
through the foundation, then turning up and terminating 
at least six or eight feet above the ground on the side of 
the house, the entrance to the funnel being lateral and 
covered with a grating to prevent the throwing of any- 
thing into it, The stove should be two or three times 
larger than one necessary to warm the room without such an

2.) School Grounds. (a.) In_ rural sections the 
grounds should contain, when convenient, one acre, never 
less than half an acre; in thickly peopled localities, or 
villages, a half an acre or more but never less than one- 
third ; end in towns never less than one-quarter, if possible. 
(b) The form should be, perhaps, more than twice as long 
as broad, in order to furnish proper separate play grounds 
for the boys and girls. (¢) It should be properly levelled, 
drained when necessary, neatly fenced around, ornamented 
with desirable shade trees, whick should neither interfere 
with the play grounds nor the light of the school room. 
(d) Clean water, free from the suspicion of taint from 
surface drainage or other impurities, should be within easy 
reach of the school house.

(d) For a section with a greater number of pupils, there 
should be, as required by the statute, a separate class rool, 
large enough to be converted into a primary department of 
a graded school should the attendance increase.

(e) When a building is situated with its length north 
and south, the entrance doors ean be at the south end, the 
teacher's platform next the entrance hall, the stove at the 
north end, so that on cold, windy days the heated air may 
drift through the whole room; the light coming principally 
from the east will obviate the glare of a midday sun, and 
the maps can be hung on the north wall to secure their 
proper orientation in the minds of the pupils (a very im- 
portant matter), the west wall being used temporarily for 
maps when the convenience of teaching requires it.

I have investigated the complaints made by the 
Rev. M. K. Kinsella of Truro, against our agent Mr. T. B. Smith 
who has charge of the Indians of Colchester Co. 

The complaints briefly stated are as follows:~- 
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cet 
I. That he permitted a woman to go openly to the nouses “, 


on Sundays at intervals during the past summer for the purpose

of prosyletizing and robbing them of their faith. 

2. That he seldom deals out even handed justige and 
often favors those who are the least deserving, while he pays 
but little attention to the more deserving because they cannet 


conscientiously favor his ideas.

3. That at the clese of the sehool year in July 1900, 
@ Catholic young man holding a high grade license, and a Normal 
School diploma, sen& in an application for the position of 
teacher to the Indians, but that Mr. Smith with held it and 
gent his own gveagiert application which was the only one that 
reached the Department. 

4. Pather Kinsella asks that as the agent has proved 
himself incompetent to occupy the position he ve discharged 


and the same given to Father Kinsella. 
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In answer to the first complaint the agent explains 
thet a Mes. Gunn & Baptist lady of Belmont, about two stations 
from Truro, came to the Reserve last September and desired to 
speak with the Indians in the school house regarding their 
spiritual welferc. The agent refused a8 the building was 
Government property, and he did not wish to have anything 1ike 
that conducted in the school. On Mrs. Gunn's own motion she 
visited one or two of the Indian femilies. The agent advised 
them not to interfere with her, as some of them threatened to do 
her bodily narm. Mr. Smith told them that if they did not wish 
to listen to her they should go away. The consequence was 
that the following Sunday she could find no Indians and accord= 
ingly she left the Reserve. 

As to complaint No. 2. I may say that I found the agent 


popular with the Indiens. He is @ substantial farmer and dairy- 


man. The mere pittance of Pifty Dollars which he receives as 
salary from the Department is nothing to him. He apparently 
gives a great deal more than his salary back in the way of help 
to the Indians as they are constantly coming to him for relief. 
Mr. Smith was appointed by order of His Exceliency in Council 
on the 2Ist of May, 1897 and he receives the full indorsation 
of the friends of the Government in Truro. 

As to complain No. 3. Mr. smith explains that the appli- 
cation of Mr. Hanway referred to by Father Kinsella, which is 
attached herewith, was received by him after the epplication 
of his deughter for the position had been sent to the Department 
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and accepted. He advised the applicant thereforg that 

the position had already been filled. 

As regards No. 4. I explained to Father Kinsella 
that I thought the Department would meet his views as to a 
Catholic teacher provided, that his nominee received the in- 
dorsation of the President of the Liberal Association in Truro ; 
as properly the patronage of such appointments belongs to the 
Government. I told him however, that as Mr. Smith, the agent, 
was @ recent appointment and had the indorsation of friends 
of the Government in Truro I did not think it was likely that he 
would be disturbed in his position. YFather Kinsella however, 
urged that as the Indians were all Roman Catholics it was only 
fair that the agent should be of the same faith; that he had to 
visit the Reserve and look after th: spiritual welfare of the 
Indians at his own charges, while the Doctor and the agent were 
salaried officials of the Government and their expenses paid. 

As regards the Father's complaint against the teacher 
Miss Smith, teaching relegion in the school, singing hymms eto., 
in keeping with the ritual of the Presbyterian cmreh, 5 may say 
thet I visited mostly all the Indians on the Reserve and ques= 
tionei them as to whether or not Miss Smith taken relegion in 
the school. They all said "Ne", and appeared to be satisfied 
with they way she brought their children along. ‘The number of 
children on the roll during the present year was 3EI with an 


average attendance of fifteen. Miss Smith molds a "B" certifie- 
ate from the Truro Academy and @ *C" license from the Provineial 
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& Government which equals a second-class certificate. She taught 


tne school for two years and nine months, her salary hating 
been at the rate of Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($250.00) 
per year. 

As to the hymns stated to have been sung in the 
school Miss Smith explains that one of the Indian children 
brought a Moody & Sankey Hymn book and she sang out of that 
book hymns Nos. I7, 33, and 99. She claims that no relegion 
of any particular faith was taught by her; tht she simply 
complied with the course of studies prescribed by the Dep artment 
and only rezd the Loras Prayer with the pupils every morning.

Father Kinsella visited the scheol about a year ago and asked 
her if she hed a Bible in the School and if she taught relegion. 
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She told nim that sne only read the Lord's Prayer, and after 
his visit changed the form of it to suit the Roman Catholics, 
which was by changing the word *which® to "whe" in the first 
part, and leaving out "for thine is the Kingdom, the Power and

the glory forever” in the latter part. 

I thought it necessary to make this report to you 
at once so that a teacher could be appointed in Miss gmith's 
place as soon as possible. I have asked the President of the 
Liberal Association to submit the name of a Catholic teacher 
to you and I have no doubt that this will be done in due course. 

There is one thing that Father Kinsella suggested 
to me and that is that he thougnt it would be advisable if the 
Band had a duty elected Chief, there being no recognized chief 

at present. Ef you approve will you kindly give instructions

The De ment understands that the school 
budlding on the Millbrook reserve provides classroom accom- 
modation for only the children of the reserve. The Depart- 
ment is not contemplating aidition to the present school 
budlding, nor are we responsible for providing school 
facilities for white children. 


I would request that pe furnish a full report 
regarding the request of the Secre ory of the Board of 
School Commissioners.

In reply to yours of July 7th, in reference 
to a communication you received from the Secretary, The Board 
of School Commissioners, Truro, I beg to say that at present 
on the Millbrook Reservstion there are twentyefour children 
of school age. Our School now has accomodation for twenty- 
eight pupils and there is room in the present puilding for six 
more desks or twelve more pupils. 


In conversation with the Chairmen of the Truro 
School Board, I learn that there ma be ten children from the 
section of Truro next our Reserve that would attend the Indian 
School. He sugsested that a charge per pupil might be made by 
the Department of Indian Affairs to the Town, In our talk I 
suggested to him that should an arrangement be made where the 
Indian School would take care of a number of the white child- 


ren that we have the privilege of sending some of the boys to 
manuel training and some girls to Domestic Science classes in 
the town schools. He believed this could be satisfactorily 
arranged. 


We mutually suggested that if an arrangement 
was made that the course of study would be the same as in all 
public schools in Nova Scotia and that therefore it would come 
under the inspection of the district School Inspector and result 
in the teacher receiving the Provincial grant which goes to all 
teachers in this Province, 


Truro is facing a problem of either coming to 
some agreement with the Department of Indian Affairs respecting 
the School or erecting a building of their own to accomodate a 
comparative few children that are near our Reserve. It was 
pointed out by the Chairman of the Board that if Truro had the 
privilege of sending these children to the Indian School the 
cormissioners could then put it up to the parents that they 
would have to send their children to our school or else to the 
Willow Street School two and a half miles distant.

Practically all the Indian families on our 
Reserve believe that a number of white children going to 
the school would have an influence that might get the In- 
dian away from the idea that he must always be an Indian, © 
never to rise above the status of a Government werd. of 
course, there ere some objectors both among the Indians and 
the whites, put they ere of a emall vercentagee 


Personally I feel that the Indian Children 
ghould be taught in accordance with the policy of the public 
schools of the Province so that should they advance suffic- 
jently they would be able to continue their sutidies in the 
Provincial Normal or ether higher educational institutions. 
Or if the suggested agreement succeeds to the County Academy. 


I do not believe there need be any financial 
outlay except for desks to make our school suitable to accome 
odate the surplus that is now a difficult problem for the Truro 


School Commission.

MILLBROOK SCHOOL: 


This school is of frame construction 
covered with shingles the whole of which is white- 
washed or painted white. The interior of the school 
is a disgrace to the Department. The plaster is off 
the walls and ceiling in many places. The floor is 
nearly worn through and the whole building shakes 
when one walks around. This is probably due to the 
rotting away of the sills. The porch has two 
holes where the windows should be and the floor is 
rotted through. There is no means of locking the 
porch or outer door. The porch roof leaks and the 
woodshed door is open allowing the Indians to remove 
wood at will. The stove is 35 years old and is held 
together by rods. The seats are in bad condition, 
being very rickety. i instructed the Indian Agent 
to buy a cheap padlock for the shed and report fully 
on the condition of this building to the Department.

REt_MILLBROOK SCHOOL 


I visited the Millbrook School on July 22nd, in 
company with Agent Fox. 


Considerable repair was being carried out to the 
building. Besides the work that had been authorized before 
I arrived, I instructed the Agent to have one side of roof 
ehingled, the porch at entrance moved and new steps build, 
aleo the repairing of shed and building of toilets. As 
thie school is situated on the main highway, between Truro 
and Halifax, I authorized the painting of the school building - 
one coat, with two coats on front and me roof stained. The 
total cost of all repairs would be approximately $250. All 
labour was performed by the Indians. 

I also authorized the Agent to purchase four double 
deske. 


The grounds at this echool have been levelled and 
drained and are now in fairly good shape. 


The windows in the classroom are all placed on one 
pide of the building. The echool building is built on a 
cement foundation and a flagpole was erected. The sign with 
the name of the school has been placed on the front of the 
building. 


Since the repairs have been completed, the building 
presente a good appearance and is a credit to the Department.

Mr. MacKinnon, our teacher, todey made urgent 
petition for tooth brushes and dental cresm for the pupils in 
Millbrook School, He tells me th + this particular hygenic 
need has been sadly neglected among the chil: xen on the Reser- 
vation and as the consequence the teeth and mouth are in very 
bad state. 

In conversing with the teacher I suggested that 
even if we gave the pupils brushes they would not teke care of 
their teeth in tie home as no doubt the parents are also negli- 
gent in this respect. He said that for a time he would keep 
the brushes in the school and each day give instructions to the 
kiddies on the care of their teeth. There are now twenty Indian 
children attending school and three more will be stayting in a 
few days and there is only one child on the Reserve at has a 
tooth brush. We need therefore, two dozen brushes and a quantity 
of paste or powder from time to time. 

Also, because of signs of tubercular trouble among 
several of the children Mr. MacKinnon also requested some kind of 
a closed receptacle or tank for water. I enquired at the hardware 
store here and find they have a properly constructed water tank with 
tap and the cost is $7.50.
